The calendar of the year is filled with weeks and days set aside by 
various organizations, The purpose is to keep the public aware of the 
objectives, accomplishments, and values of these organizations and to 
deepen the loyalties of members. It is neither possible, nor-wise, to 
observe all of them, so it resolves itself to selecting those events that 
are of most concern to our lives. National 4-H Club Week is of special 
concern to the American people because it calls attention to the oppor- 
tunities offered to rural boys and girls through 4-H Club Work, It may 
go even farther and re-affirm the conviction that cultivation of the 
earth is the most important labor of man, and farm life is a satisfying 
one. 


To be really apropos, National 4—H Club Week should fall in the 
week that has the date of May 8 for it was on that date that the 
Federal Congress passed the law which made Agricultural Extension 
Work possible. It was then that our Government made an investment 
in rural youth. 


That was in 1914. Since then 4-H Club Work has given millions of 
youth a chance to improve their lives — how many, would be but a guess; 
how much, is immeasurable. This we do know, the youth who wrested his 
way from a meager start to a person of substance and influence, grew 
by working and shouldering responsibility. The pasture oak that grew 
out in the open where all winds that blew had a chance at it, and strained 
it so that all of its fibers were knit together - that's the kind of tree 
that made a tough axe handle, It is well to remind ourselves during this 
week that the daily job with purpose and value knits and strengthens the 
fibers of young lives. Whatever the age, satisfying work is the solu- 
tion to the riddle of life. 


We believe that 4-H Club work has in it those elements that will 
add these meanings to youthful lives. The week is not set aside to 
glorify Club Work, but to make its purpose known so that its values may 
be deepened in its members and widened to include more members, The 
work of the 4—H Clubs has made a definite contribution to the strength 
of the Nation, It has been a splendid investment for Uncle Sam, These 
are some of the meanings of National 4-H Club Week.
